If I am not 
becoming too personal, perhaps you 
will tell us something about your edu- 
cation.” 

“What do you mean by education?” 
he countered. “If one were to trans- 
late the word in its broadest sense 
one could best answer you by men- 
tioning the various parts of the world 
where one has learned more and more 
of the secret which is the greatest 
secret of all time—the understanding 
and tolerance of other people’s views 
and the ability to adjust one’s view- 
point, knowing that in everyone there 
is something of good. If this could 
be learned by the hot heads of the 
world war would cease to be and unity 
would make possible a fellowship 
greater than that achieved by any 
religion or sect.

Africa for three years. After quali- | 
fying I spent six years at sea in more 
than a dozen shipping companies.

Mr. L. M. Holmes starts the ball 
rolling this week with a request for 
information as to where he may pur- 
chase Canal Zone issues.

In perforating stamps the 
wheels used are not always the same 
distance apart or the paper buckles 
slightly in passing through the 
wheels. This results in some stamps 
having abnormally wide margins 
while others have very small ones.

border appears as solid color. This 


are hard. The difference in paper 
comes between the Continental and 
third, or American printings. The 
same plates were used by both but, 
while the Continental were printed 
on hard paper, the American are 
found on soft porous paper. We 
have found that the most satisfact- 
ory way to distinguish these is to 
hold them up to the lght, back fac- 
ing you. The hard papers have a 
translucent appearance and a firm, 
even texture. The soft papers, on 
the other hand, have an uneven and 
soft appearance, with small _pin- 
points all over the paper which ap- 
pear lighter than the surrounding 
paper. 

Mrs. Lothrop wonders at the diffi- 
culty in finding a copy of No. 157 
with a visible secret mark. This is 
a moot question. Some claim it does 
not exist. In any event, No. 157 is 
best distinguished from No. 146 by 
the shade, which is a much deeper 
brown than the earlier stamp. 

Mr. William Gartner suggests an- 
other way to distinguish between 
offset and engraved stamps. Take 
a piece of tin-foil and place it over 
the stamp in question. Rub the tin- 
foil firmly with your finger. If an 
impression of the stamp is trans- 
fered to the foil it is engraved. If 
not it is an offset or surface print. 

The recent noise about machines 
for perforating straight edges makes 
it pertinent to repeat a warning. 
Unless you know what you are buy- 
ing, be suspicious of stamps whose

Contrary to all beliefs and expec- 
tations, first day cover service will 
be available for collectors for the 15 
items which are to be sold in blocks 
of four. The blocks of four stamps 
mentioned as available for first day 
cover service will be without the usual 
outside margins, which will prevent 
the furnishing of blocks containing 
plate numbers, guide-lines, etc. We un- 
derstand that these blocks of four 
are to be cut at the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, which would 
account for the removal of the out- 
side margins. They will be cut from 
the identical sheets as are put on 
sale in the full uncut size. The pro- 
vision for first-day. cover service is 
through the City Post Office at Wash- 
ington, D. C., and as stated above 
is limited to the 15 items available in 
blocks of four stamps. Collectors 
desiring such service may send not 
to exceed 5 addressed envelopes for 
each of the 15 varieties which will 
be available in blocks of four, direct 
to the Postmaster, Washington, D. C. 
with remittance, preferably in the 
form of a postal money order pay- 
able to the Postmaster at Washing- 
ton, to cover the value of the stamps 
to be affixed. Other postage stamps 
and personal checks will not be ac- 
cepted in payment for the new stamps 
required for affixing to covers, and or- 
ders for the loose stamps of the new 
issue must not be included with re- 
quests for covers. The unused 
stamps are to be obtained from the 
Philatelic Agency. In addressing cov- 
ers to be used for first-day cancella- 
tion, a space 3%4 inches square should 
be left in the upper right-hand cor- 
ner to affix the block. The kind of 
stamps to be used should be marked 
on each envelope. 

To facilitate the preparation of the 
first-day covers, the special blocks of 
four stamps will be on sale at the 
Main Post Office in Washington, D. C., 
and also at the Benjamin Franklin 
Station in the Post Office Department 
Building, on March 15. The large un- 
cut sheets will be available at the 
Philatelic Agency only. In sending to 





the agency for the special uncut 
sheets and the blocks of four, the 
orders must:be for these items only, 
not including requests for other 


stamps on the Agency list, because 
the special uncut sheets require spe- 
cial packing to insure their delivery in 
good condition. Remittance must 
cover face value of the stamps desired 
as well as return postage and regis- 
tration.

The Department observes an in- 
creasing tendency among Postmasters 
and postal employees generally to be- 
come actively interested in the collec- 
tion of postage stamps and covers of 
philatelic interest for their own pri- 
vate collection purposes. 

While it is not the desire of the De- 
partment to interfere with the proper 
pursuit of this hobby by members of 
the Postal Service, it must be clearly 
understood by such collectors that 
they cannot in any way be permitted 
to make undue use of their official 
positions or their contacts within the 
Service to obtain, create or manipu- 
late items likely to be of special phila- 
telic interest, such as stamps, post- 
marks, cachets, obliterations, etc., 
which would otherwise be unprocura- 
ble. 

In other words, the legitimate ac- 
tivities of philatelists within the Ser- 
vice will be precisely the same as 
those of the general public; and all 
concerned are warned that any misuse 
of their positions in this respect will 
be treated severely.

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Lindbergh Covers Stolen 


Word is at hand from Mr. W. Rufus 
Jackson, Postmaster, St. Louis, Mo., 
telling of the theft of his valuable 

collection of Lindbergh covers. This 
collection was on display at a stamp 
exhibition in a St. Louis Hotel on 
February 9 to 11th. Sometime during 
the period from Saturday night till 
Monday morning the frame in which 
the covers were mounted was opened 
and the entire collection of covers 
stolen. 

The covers were a complete collec- 
tion of covers from the February 4, 
1934, fifth anniversary commemora- 
tive ‘fight of the Pan American Good 
Will Flight of 1929, at which time air 
mail service was established between 
North and South America. 

Represented in the collection was a 
cover from each of the countries to 
which the planes flew, a total of 29 
in all, including most of the countries 
of South, Central America and many 
of the West Indies. 

Each cover was inscribed, “The 
Honorable W. R. Jackson,—Postmas- 
ter—St. Louis, Missouri.” 

Collectors and dealers are urged to 
be on the lookout for any such covers 
and if discovered, please notify Mr. 
Jackson direct. 

It is a very unpleasant thing that a 
stamp exhibition must be robbed by 
someone who evidently is not particu- 
lar how he accumulates his collection. 
The effort of every collector in St. 
Louis, toward the recovery of this col- 
lection is urged, that the good name 
of all stamp collectors may be pro- 
tected.

STOP, THIEF In our issue of Feb- 
ruary 2, we took oc- 
casion to call the attention of collect- 
ors to the offering of a Chicago party 
by the name of George Rabb, of a 
specially constructed machine for the 
reperforating of straight edged 
stamps. 

Our principal object in bringing up 
the subject was to cause collectors to 
think on a subject which is of vital 
importance to themselves. 

We invited comment on the subject 
and of course received the very kind 
of letters that we expected to re- 
ceive. Letters from collectors who 
very firmly condemned the practice of 
reperforating straight edged stamps 
as being unethical, that any such re- 
perforated stamps should be marked 
and all that lovely hooey. 

Sure, we could have written an 
editorial of just that type had we been 
inclined to do so, but what good does 
such comment do when we are as-

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sured that there have already been a 
very large number of these machines 
placed in the hands of stamp people. 

What good does it do to say that 
such stamps should be marked when 
we all know that there are people who 
would gladly sell such repaired stamps 
without ever remembering that they 
had repaired them. We know there 
are such people because in this issue 
of this paper is an item about one 
such person who stole a very valuable 
collection of covers at a St. Louis ex- 
hibition. We have printed numerous 
other reports of thefts of valuable 
stamps. 

Few collections but what house 
some counterfeits. Mr. Claiborne of 
California flagrantly offered stamps 
that you would not want to put in 
your collection. The A. P. S. sued the 
man and got set out in the cold. 


How are you going to stop the|s; 


practice, how are you going to guard 
against it? That is the question. It’s 
not a silly matter of saying that such 
reperforate stamps should or should 
not be marked. We all know that for 
every dealer who would mark them 
that there are many who would not 
and when are you going to pay for 
one of these fixed stamps. 

We hesitate to speak plainly on this 
subject, yet it is one that any think- 
ing collector can settle for himself. 
It is a subject that comes closer to 
American Collectors than to those in 
any other country. that we think of 
for what other country has issued so 
many different stamps with one or 
more straight edges as have been 
issued by the United States. 

As Mr. E. B. Power has often re- 
marked, if you collect holes you may 
have to pay for them. If we did not 
collect Holes, the entire mess that has 
been brewed up by Mr. Farley would 
not be nearly so serious as it has be- 
come. 

While Precancels work into this 
picture as well as other stamps, our 
object in mentioning them is to ex- 
press the opinion that the Precancel 
game has almost been killed by its 
best friends who insisted on multiply- 
ing the number of collectible varieties 
by every means of which they could 
think until so vast number of varieties 
became a burden to list in the catalog 
and a burden to anyone who thought 
of collecting them. A burden so great 
that the actual financing of the an- 
nual catalog has become almost im- 
possible. 

Years ago we advised and recom- 
mended the elimination of every 
variety except the normal overprint 
with the idea of reducing the number 
of collectible varieties to the smallest 
possible number. 

We believe the time will come when 
more and more collectors of stamps 
will collect what is printed on the face 
of the stamp and pay little or no at- 
tention to watermarks, paper variet- 
ties, perforations and the like. 

There is already a large cult of 
such collectors. The publication of a 


catalog in America, catering to this 
type of collecting would be the big- 
gest incentive to stamp collecting that 





has yet been found.
